" So that we reſt preciſely upon his words, not troubling our ſelves ok 
he will execute what he has ſaid. -He who. does what he will, by ſpeaking 
does what he pleaſes; and it was more eaſie for the Son of God to force 
the Laws of Nature to verifie his word, than. it is for us to accommodate 
our, Lladerſtandings to theſe kind of violent laterpretations, which break 
the Laws of common Diſcourſe. 

| Theſe Laws of Diſcourſe teach us, that a ſign which repreſents a thing 
naturally, receives often the name of the thing repreſented, it being asit 
were its nature to bring the Idea of the thing into the Mind. The ſame alfo 
happens,tho? with ſome reſtriftion, to inſtituted Signs, when they are re. 
ceived, and Perſons accuſtomed to them. But that, in.eſtabliſhing.a + 8b 
which has no relation to the thing, as for example, a Morſel of 
fignifie the Body of a Man, the name of the thing ſignihed ſhould be. ke 
. to it without any Explication, and before any agreement, as Feſ#s Chrif 
has done in his laſt Supper, is a thing unheard of, and of which we find no 
example in Holy Writ, not to ſay in any Language. Neither do the Gen-

Muſt Chriſtians, under pretence of celebrating in the Lords Supper, the 
memory of the Paſſion of our Saviour, depriye this Pious Commemoration 
of what it has moſt efficacious and tender in it ?, Ought they not to conſi- 
der, that FESUS C ZRIST does not command them only to remember 
him, but to remember him in eating of his Fleſh and Blood ? Conſider the 
Connexion, and the force of his words. He. does not fay ſimply, as thoſe 
of the Pretended Reformation ſeem to underſtand him, That the Bread 
and Wine of the Euchariſt ſhould be to us a Ademorial of his Body and 
Blood ; bur he advertiſes us, that in doing what he has preſcribed, that 
is, In receiving his Body and Blood, we ſhould remember him. What is 
there in reality more powerful to make us remember him? And if Chil- 
dren do fo tenderly remember their Parents, and their Bounties towards 
them, when they approach the Tombs wh:re their Bodies are interred 
how ought our Remembrance, and our Love to be excited, when we poſ- 
ſeſs under theſe ſacred Vails, under this myſtical Sepulchre, this livin 
and Life-giving Fleſh, and this Blood yet flowing with his Love, and fu 
of Spirit and Grace ?

They tell us firſt, This-great Miracle of the real Preſence, which we ad- 

mit, is uſeleſs ; that it is enough for our Salvation, FESUS CHRIST died 

for us-; that his Sacrifice is ſuſhiciently applied to us by Faith ; and that this 
application is ſufficiently certified to us by the Word of God. They add, 
That ifthis Word muſt be clothed with ſenſible Signs, it is enovgh to give 
fimple Symbols, fach as the Water of Baptiſm, without-any neceſlity of 
fetching the Body and Blood of FESUS CHRIST from Heaven. 

There ſeems to be nothing more eaſie than this manner of explicating the 

"Sacrament of the Lord Supper.. Nervertheleſs, our Adverfaries themſelyes 

do not think it ought to ſuffice them. They know fich kind of Imaginations 

madethe.Socimans deny the great Miracle of the Incarnation. God might 

- have ſaved us, ſay theſe Hereticks, without ſo much difficulty ; he had nv- 
thing'to do, but to pardon our faults, and might have inſtructed us ſuffi- 
ciently, as well in Faith, an in Manners, by the Preaching and Examples of 
a Man full of the Holy-Ghoſt, without any need of making him a God. But 
the Calviniſts, as well as we, ſee the weakneſs'of this Argument, which ap« 
pears firſt-from-its not appertaining tons to deny or afirm Myſteries, ac- 
cording as they appear to us uſeful or unprofitable to 6ur Salvation. God 

alone knows the Secret ; and it is our buſineſs torender them uſeful and/ſa- 
ving to us, in believing them as he propoſes them, and inreceiving his'Gra» 

ces afterithe manner he beſtows them upon us. - Secondly, 'notto enter into 
the queſtion, whether it was poſlible for God to ſave us by any other means 
than the Iacarnation, and 'Deathiof his Son, and not to-meddle with that un- 
neſſary diſpute, which the pretended Reform'd Religion treats of Þ at Þ} 
4tongth in ttie Schools, it ſaffices, we have learnt from the Scriptures, that | 
the Son of God has been pleaſed toteſtifie his Loveto us by incomprehen- | 

ible Effects. This Lovehas been the Canſe-of rhisfo real an Unionjby which | 
he was made Man.

and this'Love maintains it-felf- in all things-with the ſafne 'v#gour. So 
that when icſhall pleaſe him to make each of his Children experience the

. Licular, ke will find ogt a method to accomplith his Deſires, by-ne leſs effi- 
-cacious means, than thoſe by whichrhe hadalzeady accompliſhed our Salva- 
tion. Upon which account we mult not be hereafter aſtoniſhed, ..if-he give 
to each of ns the proper Subſtance of his Body and Blood. He does-it that

And becauſe it is impoſſible to make it in- 
pnggotc how a Body, that is communicated tous only in Spirit, and by 
Faith, can be communicated to-us really, and in its proper ſubſtance, there- 
fore they have not been able to continue firm in the two parts of a Doctrine 
ſo-contradictory, aud they: have been obliged to acknowledge two things 


| which cannot be true, but by ſfappoſing what the Catholick Church teacheth. 


The firſt-is, That FESVS C H#RIST is given to us in the Euchariſt after a 
manner- which neither agrees -with that of Baptiſm, nor the Preaching of 


the Goſpel, but is peculiar to this Myſtery. We-ſhall ſee by and bythe 


Conſequence of this Principle : but let us firſt ſe how it is granted us by 
thoſe of the Pretended Reformation, 
E will not here altledge the-Authority-of any particular'Author, but the 
per words of their Catechiſm, where iFexplicates what concerns the laſt 


upper. It does not only tell us in expreſs terms, that-FESUS CHRIST is pin. 53. 


given us inthe Supper, in reality, and according to hjs proper Subſtance ; but 
that,tho”-be be truly-communicated to us, both by Baptiſm, and the Goſpel, yet ne - 
verthelefs, i 15 only-in-part; and nor fully. From whence it follows, that he is 
given us in the Lord Supper fully, and-not in part. 

| Fhereisa vaſtdifference betwixt receiving in part, and receiving fully. 
If ther we receive FESUs CHRIST every where elſe in-part, and it-be only 
in the Lords Supper we receive him fully ; it follows, by the conſent of our 
Adyerſaries, that we-muſt look: out for a participation in the laſt- Supper 
which is proper only to this Myſtery, and which does. not agree with Bap- 
tifm and Preaching z but at the ſame time it follows alſo, that this partic1- 
pation is not-annexed to- Faith , becauſe Faith being generally diſperſed 
through all the Actions of a Chriſtian, is found: in Preaching, and in Bap- 
tiſm, as well as in the Lords Supper. In reality, it is remarkable, that what 
deſire ſoever the Pretended Reformers had to render Baptiſm and Preach- 


ing 


enough to ſhew us, by ſome ſign, that we are partakers of his Sacrifice, ,,. pj. 
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ing equal to the laſt Supper, becauſe FESUS CHRIST is there truly com- 
municatcd to us, they durſt never affirm in their .Catechiſms, that FESUS 
CHRIST is given us, in his proper Subſtance, by Baptiſm and Preachin 
as they ſay he is given in the Euchariſt. They ſaw then,they could not avoi 
attributing to the Euchariſt a manner of poſſeſſing FESUS C HR1ST peculiar 
only to this Sacrament ; and that Faith, which is common to all the Actions 
of a Chriſtian, could not be this particular manner. But this liar man- 
ner of poſleſſing FESUS CARIST in the laſt Supper ought alſo to be real, 
ſceing 1t | of- to the Faithful the proper ſubſtance of the Body and BI 
of JESUS C HRIST. So that we mult conclude, from what they grant us, 
there is in the Euchariſt a real manner of receiving the Body and Blood of 
our Saviour, which is not performed by Faith ; and this is what the Ca- 
tholick Church teaches. | 
The ſecond thing granted by the Pretended Reformers, is taken out of 
that Article which immediately follows that which I have already cited 
out of their Catechiſm ; which is, That the Body of our Lord JESUS, for as 
much as it was once offered up in Sacrifice to reconcile us to God, $5 now given 
ro aſſure us, we have a part #n that Reconciliation, 
If there be any Senſe in theſe Words, if they be not an uſeleſs ſound, and 
a vain amuſement, we ought to underſtand by them, that FESUS C HRIST 
does not give us a Symbol only, but his proper Body, to aſſure us, we par- 
take of his Sacrifice, and of the Reconciliation of Mankind. But if the re- 
ception of the Body of our Lord, aſſures us of our participation of the 
Fruits of his Death ; this participation of the Fruits muſt neceſlarily be di- 
ſtinguiſhed from the reception of the Body, ſeeing one is the pledg of the 
other. From whence, to proceed, 1 ſay, If our adverſariesare forced to di- 
ſtinguiſh in the laſt Supper the participation of the Body of our Bleſled $a- 
viour, from the participation of the fruits of his Grace in his Sacrifice,th 
muſt alſo neceſlarily make a diſtin&tion between the participation of this 
Divine Body, and all kinds of Spiritual participation by Faith. This latter 
participation will never furniſh them with two diſtin Afions, by one of 
which they receive the Body of our Saviour, and by the other, the benefit 
of this Sacrifice z no man being able to conceive what difference there is 
b:twixt partaking by Faith of the Body of our Saviour, and partaking by 
Faith of the Fruit of his Death. They muſt therefore acknowledge, that 
beſides the Communion, by which we ſpiritually partake of the Body of 
our Saviour, and alſo of his Spirit, by receiving the fruit of his Death; 
there isalſoa Real Communion of the Body of the ſame Saviour, which is 
£0 us a certain Pledg of the others being aſſured to us, if we put no impe- 
diment to ſuch a Grace by an evil Diſpoſition. This is neceſſarily included 
in the Principles they admit, and they will never be able to explicate this 


Truth, with the leaſt ſhadow of Solidity, if they return not to the Senti- 
ments of the Church.

; Who will not here admire the force of Truth? All the conſequences 
which follow from the acknowledged Principles of our Adverfaries,are = 
fectly. underſtood in the ſentiment of the Church. Catholicks,the meanlieſft

- Munion with FESUS C HRIST, which is not to bs found any where elſe. It 


is no difficulty for them to underſtand his Body # givex ws, to afſure us we 
partakg of bis Sacrifice,and of his Death. They diſtinguiſh clearly betwixt theſe 
two neceſſary mariners of uniting our ſelves to FESUS CHRIST, the 
one in receiving his proper fl:ſh, the other in receiving his Spirit; the 
firſt of which is granted us, as a certain pledg of the ſecond. But ſeeing 
theſe things are inexplicable in the ſentiments of our adverſaries, tho? on 
the other hand they cannot deny them, we muſt neceſlarily conclude, that 
error has thrown them into a manifeſt contradiCtion. | 

I have been often aſtoniſhed they did not explicate their DoCtrine after 
a more plain manner. Why did they not always, without ſo many forma- 
lities, perſeyere to ſay, that FESUS CHRIST having ſhed his blood for us, 
reprelented. to us this cffufion, by giving us two dittintt ſigns of his Body 
and Blood; that he was pleaſed indeed to give to theſe figns the name of 
the thing it ſelf : that theſe ſacred figns were pledges to aſlure us of our 
partaking of the fruit of his Death, and that we were ſpiritually nouriſh- 
ed by the vertue of his Body and Blood ? After ſo many endeavours to 
or that ſigns often receive the names of the things ſignified, and that 
Tor this.reaſon the fign of theBody might be called the Body, all this conne- 
Ction of Doctrine.obliges them naturally to fix there. To render theſe ſigns 
efficacious, it ſuſficed the Grace of Redemption was annexed to them, or 
rather, according to their Principles, that it was in them confirmed to us. 
They needed not have tormented themſelves, as they have done, to make 
us underſtand we receive the properBody of our Saviour,to aſſure us we par- 
take of the Grace of his Death. They were well enough ſatisfied to have the 
water of Baptiſm a ſign of the Blood which waſheth us ; and it. never en- 
tred into their fancies to ſay,we there received the proper ſubſtance of the 
Blood of ourBleſſedSaviour;to aſſure us his vertue is there diffuſed upon us.If 
they had argued after the ſame manner as to the Euchariſt, their Do- 
Arine would have been leſs embroiled. But thoſe who invent and innovate, 
cannot expreſs all they have a mind to.

Moreover the ſame Providence, which labours ſecretly for our nearer U- 
nion, and lays th: foundations of Reconciliation and of Peace in the midſt 
of Bitterneſs, and Diſputes, has farther permicted the Calvinits to allow, 
that ſupoling theſe words, 1h1sis my Body, ought to be taken in a literal] 
ſence, Catholics reaſon better and more conſequently than the Lutherans,

Catholic Divines have made it appear to thoſe of the pretended Refor- 
mation, how they themſelves have made uſe of ſeveral ſach like - 
tations, in what belongsto the uſe of rhe Sacrament ; bur above all 
had reafon to remark this which is takenoat of the 12 chap. of their difct- 
pline, Title of the _ art. 7. where we find theſe words: The 
Bread of the Lord®s Supper onght to be adminiftyed to thaſe who cannot drank 
Wine, upon their making proteſtation, that it is not out of contemplty\ and en- 
deavouring what they can poſſibly, to obwiate all Scandal even by approach- 
img the cup as neer their maths as they are able. They have j , by this 
regulation thar borh ſpecies were not, by the inſtitution of FESUS CHRIST, 
eſſential roche Communion : otherwile they ought to have abſolutely re- 
fuſed the Sacrament to thoſe, who could not receive it whole and os, 
and not to give it them after a manner contrary to that which 7 ESU 
CHRIST had commanded; m which caſe their diſability would have 
been their excuſe. Bur our adverfaries conceived it would be an excefhrye 
rigour, not to allow at leaſt one of the ſpecies to thoſe, who could not re- 
ceive the other ; and as this condeſcendence has no ground in 7 penned 
muſt acknowlege with us, the words, by which ZESUS CHRIST pro 
ro us the two ſpecies, are liable ro fome interpretation, and that this inter- 
preration ought to be declared by the authority of the Church. 

But it might ſeem as if this article of their diſcipline, which was made 
inthe Synod of Poztrers held in the year 1 560, had been refermed by the: 
Synod of Yertuzi] held in the year 1567. where it is ſaid the company 15 not 
of op1mion, the bread ſhould be adm to thoſe who would not receivethe 
cup. Theſe two Synods nevertheleſs are no ways oppoſite. Thar of Yer- 
tuetl ſpeaks only of thoſe who will not recerve the Cup ; And that of Portrers 
of theſe only who cannot.

thority which principally derertaines them to. reverence, as Divine Boo 
the Canticle of Canticles, which has ſo few viſible marks of a Prophetica 
Infpiration z the Epifille: of St. Zawes , which Luther rejefted , and. thar of 
St. Fug, might appear ſul becauſe of ſome Aprocryphal Books 
cited in it. In fine, wires from this Authoriry they receive the 
whole Body of Scri which all Chriftians as Divine, before 
their reading of it has made them. ſenfible of the Spiritof God in it. 
Being then neruarr pi thorn, as we arc, to the Holy Authority of the 
Church, by means of the Scriptures which we receive from her Hands, we 
learn Tradition allo from her ; and by the means of Tapgiion we lcarn 
the true ſence of Scripture. 1 which account the Church profeſles, 
ſhe rells us nothing from her ſelf, and that ſhe invents nothing new in her 
Dottrine: ſhe docs nothing bur declare the Divine Revelation, by the 1n- 
teriour direction of the Holy Ghoſt, who is given to her as her rcacher. 
That Diſpute which was raiſed inthe very time of the Apoſtles, upon 


- account of the Ceremonies of the Law, ſhewsclearly, that the Holy Ghoſt

In this we ſhall follow the Exainple of 
St. Paul and Szlas, who carried this firſt Sentence of ' the Apoſtles tor the 
Faithful, and were ſo far from permitting a new Diſcuffion of what had 
been decided, that on the contraty, They went from place to place, teaching 
them to obſerve the Ordinances of the Apoſtles. AF. 16. 4. acl; 
Thusit is the Childrenof God acquieſs in the Judgment of the Church, 
believing that from her Mouth they hear the Oracle of the Holy Ghoſt ; 
and.upon account of this belief it is, that after having ſaid in our Creed, 
I behewe tn the Holy Ghoſt, we add immediately, The: Holy Catholic Church : 
by which we oblige our ſelves tro acknowledg an infallible and perpetual Ve- 
rity inthe univerſal Church, becauſe this very Church which we believe 
exiſtent in all Ages, would ceaſe to be the Church, if ſhe ceaſed to teach 
the truth revealed by God. So that thoſe who apprehend. leaſt ſhe ſhould 
abuſe her Power to eſtabliſh a Lye, bave no Faith in him by whom ſhe 
is governed.

T differences,which riſe in matters of Faith,and abour the Senſe of Scrip- 
ture, that our Adyecrlarics themlſelyes,after wa gs It, as an unſup- 
portableTyranny,bave been art laſt oblig'd to eſtablith ic amongſt chemſelvs. 
 Whenthoſe-who are called Ind ents,declai*d openly,that each one of 
the Faithful ought to follow the light of his own Conſcience, without ſubmit- 
ting his Judgmentto the Authority of any Body, or Eccleliaſtical Aſſembly, 
and upon thisGround refuſed to ſubmit to any Synods; "That of Charento.: 
held 1644-cenſured this Doftrine upon the ſame Reaſons, and for the ſame 
Inconveniences,for which we rejeft it. TT his Synod obſerves inthe firſt place, 
that this-Error of the Independents conſiſts in this, that they teach, Every 
Church ought to. be governed by her yu Laws without 4 depenlance upon an 
Perſon in Eccleſiaſtical Matters,and without any Obligation: to acknowledg the 
Authority: of Conferences and Synoas for her regulation and Condu#. After which 
this'Synod determines, that this Sett is as prejudicial to the State as to the 
Church, that it opens @ door. to all ſorts of Irregularities and Extravagancies ; 
that it takes away all the means of applying any remedy to it ; and that fit took, 
place,there might be as many Keligions framed as Pariſhes or (Pony Aſſem- 
blies.”

*H E Son of God, being defirous his Church ſhonld be one, and folidly built upon 

Unity, hath eſtabliſhed and inftituted the Primacy. of St. Peter to maintain and cement 

it. Upon which-account, we acknowledg this Primacy in the Succefors of the Prince of the 
Apoſtles, to whom, for this cauſe, we owe that Obedience and Submilton, which the Holy 
Councils and Fathers have always taught the faithful. 

As for thoſe things, which we know are difputed of in the Schools, tho the Minifters con- 
tinually alledg them to render this Power odious, it is not neceffary we ſpeak of them here, 
ſeeing they are not Articles of the Catholic Faith, It is ſufhcient we acknowledg a Head 
eftabliſhed by God to condutt his whole flock in his paths ; which thoſe who love Concord 
amongft Brethren, and Ecclefiaftical Unanimity, will moft willingly acknowledg. 

And certainly if the Authors of the Pretended Reformation” had loved Unity, they would 
neither have aboliſhed Epiſcopal Government, which was eftabliſhed by FESUS CHRIST 
himſelf-and which we find in force even'in the times of the Apoſtles; nor have deſpiſed 
the Authority of St. Perer's Chair, which has ſo ſolid a Foundation in the Goſpel, and fo e- 
vident a ſucceſhoa in Tradition;but they would rather have carefully conſerved Epiſcopal Au- 
thority, which eſtabliſheth unity in particular Churches, and the Primacy of St. Peter's 
Chair, which is the common Center of all Cotholic Uni y. 

SECT. XXII. Conclufion of this Treatiſe,
